BRINGS END 


Court Judge Holds Man Killec 
.Was Guilty of Contribu­ 
tory Negligence 


While P. E. Was to Blame, 
Victim Might Have 
Saved Self 


With Judge Curtis of S a n .B em ar 
dino granting a non-suit, the action 
for $55,000 damages brought by the 
heirs of J. M. Caln against th e Pacific 
E lectric‘was brought to an end yester, 
day afternoon. 
Non-suit was granted upon the tee. 
timony that had been Introduced to 
show th at Cain in 
approaching 
the 
McFadden street crossing, at which he 
and two others were killed in April, 
1913, when 
Cain’s 
automobile 
was 
struck by a trolley car, was culpable 
of contributory negligence. 
Judge Curtis held that while the 
P. E. car was going a t an excessive 
rate of speed and while it was guilty 
of negligence in that Its crossing was 
not in proper condition, Cain bad time 
to stop his automobile had he used or­ 
dinary precaution in watching the car 
tracks. 
Cain was a real estate man of San­ 
ta Ana and a member of the board of 
education. 
H is machine was wrecked 
and he and two tourists with him were 
killed instantly. 
The P. E. employes adm itted th at 
the electric car was going a t thirty- 
eight m iles an hour. O thers fixed the 
speed at more than that. The evidence 
showed th a t 
the 
McFadden 
stre et 
crossing was abrupt and rough, and it 
was the belief of many th at the cross­ 
ing was such th at it killed Cain’s en­ 
gine. 
The testim ony referred to by Judge 
Curtis in granting th e motion for non­ 
suit, which am ounts to dismissal, was 
th a t between the car tracks and the 
place on McFadden afreet from which 
a clear view up the tracks 
to 
the 
north was to be had was forty-seven 
feet. 
Cain was driving a Cadillac, and 'the 
testim ony showed that a t the rate of 
speed the m achine was going it could 
easily trave been stopped within eight 
or ten feet. 
It appears that th e suprem e court 
decisions of late have been holding 
railroads less liable for carnages th at 
occur in collisions than formerly. The I 
theory seems to be that the theory 
of 'stop, look, listen” has gained con­ 
siderable strength in the rulings of 
the suprem e court in connection with 
the actions for damages.

The Overseas British 
countries Australia, Canada and New Zealand—smile at these presumptions 
and proudly point to what they have already done ut the Exposition. 
Bo it 
goes, aud only the day itself will disclose which division shall he entitled to 
the handsome silver trophy cup offered by our esteemed consul general, Mr. 
Ross. 
There will be a reception at the gates by Exposition officials, brief exer­ 
cises in Festival llall or at the Court of the Four Seasons; then the parade 
will start, marching llrst to the California building for review by Governor 
Johnson aud Mayor ltolph or other state and city dignitaries; thou ou to the 
Canadian Palace, where, after greetings by Commissioner Hutchinson, “The 
Maple Leaf Forever” will be suug and three cheers for Canada given. The 
New Zealand Pavilion will uext be visited, where Commissioner Clifton will 
offer a word of welcome, the procession then proceeding up Hie avenue to the 
Australian Pavilion, which will be the scene of a flue reception and outdoor 
entertainment tendered by the several Australian commissioners. Hon. Alfred 
Deakln, M. P., has promised to be on bund aud offer felicitations to bls Brit­ 
ish guests. 
After an Interval of two hours for luncheon aud inspection of 
the Australian, New Zealand and Canadian buildings (which ara close to­ 
gether) the parade will re-form and march to the North Gardens, on the 
Marina, where, most likely, there will be au afternoon program consisting of 
Maypole dances, irish (Jigs, Welsh folk dances, Maori stunts aud Scottish 
Highland dancing, with possibly a cricket match between California and Brit- 
lsh Columbia teams aud other attractions yet to be arranged. Here will occur 
a tine display of daylight fireworks, with an Exposition bund discoursing Brit­ 
ish airs. After dark buildings and grounds are to be illuminated in the British 
colors, and there is to be u magnificent pyrotechnical display, with British 
features predominating. Ten thousand miniature British hugs are to fired up 
into the illumbiated sky by giant mortars, un inspiring spectacle. 
The celebration is designed to also commemorate the Hundred Tears of 
Peace between Britain urn! America, aud the Exposition may enter a float in 
the parade featuring this happy aud exemplary consummation, and It will be 
the theme of some of the speakers. Another float will illustrate the discovery 
of California by Druke. 
Reduced rate excursions will be run from interior 
points by the various railroad lines, aud an effort la being made to get steam­ 
ship reductions from northern and southern porta. One hundred thousand visi­ 
tors at leust are expected. 
The British-American League (composed of representative members of all 
the societies) bus taken the initiative in planning the celebration and has the 
co-operatiou of loudlng British residents.
